The fix to the Muniz decision (and by implication the Butler decision) passed the House just a few minutes ago 
unanimously. It will go to the Senate when the Senate returns in January. 

As we discussed at the last EC/Board meeting, the bill would apply the prior Megan's Law III (the version enacted in 2004 
and that was amended through 2011 before Adam Walsh went into law) retroactively to those convicted of sex crimes 
before 2012 when Adam Walsh took effect. Because Megan's Law was less onerous, we believe a good argument can be 
made that it is civil and not punitive and therefore can be applied retroactively. It also reduces the number of times 
offenders have to do in-person registrations after 3 years of complying with the registration requirements and permits sex 
offenders to petition to come off the registry after they have been on for 25 years. This would apply to sexually violent 
predators (thus responding to the Butler decision) and to other sex offenders.
